The December 7, 1959, issue of the "Miami Herald" 
carried an article by Herald Staff Writer E. V. W. JONES, 
Havana, Cuba, entitled, "U. S. Publically Irks Regime — 

Belt Tightening Slated For Cuba." This article disclosed 
that LUX&fV&fJENIS of the Finance Minist ry , Director of 
the Department of Promotion of Industry, Cuba, had issued 
a statement to the effect that Cuba would have to tighten 
its belt while shifting a million peasants over to the 
status of land farmers. 

SAMJENIS was quoted as stating, "There is no 
anti-American campaign. There is resentment against 
some policies which the United States Government has 
followed. There is resentment against the light treatment 
of people we consider to be criminals. The people of 
Cuba and the United States are friendly. Have you not found 
the Cubans friendly?" 

The article continued, "But there is a greater 
revolutionary element of BATISTIANS and land owners and 
a few others who use weapons against us.

On November 20. 1959, VHHB furni shed a pa mphlet 
in Spanish captioned "What Is The Cross?" advised 

that he received the pamphlet in Miami, Florida, but 
cannot furnish ariy additional information with respect 
to the organization nor has he met anyone who knows 
about it.

"10 ANSWERS TO A SINGLE QUESTION 
WHAT IS LA CRUZ (THE CROSS)? 

"1. It is a secret organization whose members have assumed 
the painful task of cleaning up Cuba. 

"2. LA CRUZ preaches and practices violence, with all the 
a- ^.usual scruples which exist among decent persons, but 
also with the firm conviction that it is the necessary 
cure. Cold, methodical, planned and directed violence. 

"3. We do not adhere to any political formula, nor do we 
contribute names. We follow no one and for the time 
being, we are not attempting to offer a group of 
political doctrines. We understand that over and 
above all factions ^ia’- the Cuban nation, the happiness 
of our children, the tremendous task of patriotic 
creation performed by our predecessors. All that 
is in danger. The ignoble and filthy beast of Fidelism 
has been destroying everything systematically under 
the pretext of carrying on a Utopian revolution which 
is not, precisely, the revolution for which all of us 
fought. 


"4, Many of the members of LA CRUZ fought against the previous 
regime with weapons in hand. But it was not this 
repugnant thing of a revolution tinged with blood 
that we sought. We wanted to see Cuba united and at 
peace, in the service of the cause of democracy, without 
hatreds, without bitterness, without new absolute 'masters.

"5. We understand that there were in the previous 

regime men who should be punished, as an example,, 
for their crimes. LA CKUZ is ready to do this 
painful duty. But we also understand that 
there are some in the present regime who are even 
more guilty because they are disappointing the 
faith of a whole nation and are upsetting all 
the moral, economic, social and political resources 
of the country, that is to say, all that which 
constitutes the very essence of the Cuban nation. 

"6. Fidelism, faithful to its Marxist sense, is trying 
to break the ties of the Cuban people with their 
glorious past. FIDEL publicly proclaims that he is _ 
greater than MARTI. The theoreticians of the J57(_ 

movement are no^reluctant to say that GUEVARA is 
grea ter than and. they pompously proclaim 

that HH1B is blac ker, more Cuban, and even more 
of a man than They want a people without 

a past and without traditions in order the better 
to introduce their Communist preachings. 

"7. Fidelism is trying to divide the Catholics into 
good ones and bad ones, by using for this purpose 
some renegade priests who lend themselves to the 
farce of the beards. Basically, they attack 
religion and aspire to substitute FIDEL CASTRO 
for CHRIST, and to make a religion of Fidelism. 

"8. By placing itself in the unconditional service of 
Soviet imperialism, Fidelism is trying to destroy 
that which is most deer. Family harmony is in a 
critical position, because even young children are being 
used in the secret services of the government, which 
urges them to denounce even their own parents. The 
whole economic framework of the country has been 
upset because of the methodical blows dealt by the

beasts who compose the Council of Ministers. Under 
the pretext of punishing supposed ties with the 
previous regime, Fiaelism has despoiled hundreds 
of thousands of citizens of their movable goods 
and their real estate. Thousands of other have ^ 
lost their lives, in the majority of cases merely 
for the purpose of satisfying personal vengeance. 

The press, for the most part, has had to give in 
because of the threats made by the government 
through unscrupulous spokesmen.

"When Governor MUNOZ MARIN was questioned, however, 
he said: *The version that such news had reached La Fortaleza 
is absolutely groundless.* 

"The Purpose of the Cuban move, according to this 
version, is to show before the United Nations that Puerto 
Rico continues to be a dependent territory. The Cubans 
would base their statements on the fact that this has been 
proven by the testimony presented before the Sub-commitee 
on Interior and Insular Affairs which is holding hearings 
In San German. 

"The version points out that Cuba will try to

On January 5, 1960, a confidential informant 
advised he had obtained from persons who very recently 
returned from Cuba information to the effect that the 
"poor class” in Cuba is apparently still behind Cuban Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro, as evidenced by the statement generally 
attributed to persons from that class, "if this is communism, 
then I am a communist.” He stated, however, that the "middle 
and upper classes” are becoming unanimously opposed to Castro 
because of the economic: . difficulties they are experiencing. 

The informant said it is his understanding that Cuba has, 
since October, 1959, ceased almost entirely the importing of 
goods from the United States, and the merchants who depended 
on such imports are rapidly going opt of business. He said 
if a businessman reaches the point where he can no longer 
pay his employees, then the Government takes over his business. 

The informant also advised that it is now rumored 
in Cuba that the Cuban Government is preparing an urban reform 
plan to supplement its agrarian reform and it is also rumored 
that Cuban President Osvaldo Dorticos will soon be replaced 
because of his opposition to this plan. He said this plan 
reportedly includes regulations limiting to one, the number 
of houses a person can own and calling for the confiscation 
of additional houses along with the confiscation of houses 
not being utilized by owners who are residing out of the country. 
The informant said the plan also reportedly limits the amount 
of money a landlord can keep from rental of multiple unit 
dwelling places, and rents over and above that amount will go 
to the Government. 

The informant advised that from what he has 
gathered, the "middle and upper classes” in Cuba, although 
very anti - Castro, are not thinking along the lines of action

against Castro, but rather adopting the policy of waiting 
to see what the United States is going to do about Castro.

Pues bien. Un dxa Hegaron en triunfo los barbudos, mugrientas, 
hediondos. Era cosa de ver eomo alternaban con ellos las mas alii- 
dadas senoritas, y eomo los triunfadores disfrutaban de los lugam 
mas exclusivos exhibiendose con gentes que cuarenfca y echo boras 
antes huhieran pagado porque no se les aproximara ese indigente ti- 
pico que es el “Caballero de Paris”. Desde entonces se puso de xnoda 
la suciedad y el habito de no asearse se convirtio en timbre de legita- 
mo orguUo revolutionary. Dejarse crecer la barba, no banarse, erarj 
maneras de identificarse con la revolution, Comenzaba asi un lavado 
de cerebro que transformaria radicalmente el alma y la mentalid&d 
de Cuba. 

Al mugre corporal se ahadio pronto el mugre del pensamiento. 
Nuestros procesos mentales fueron modificados. El lider, olimpico, su- 
ficiente, orgulloso, comenzo a hablar de reflejos condicionados y a 
formular largas declaraciones en claro lenguaje comunista. El pafe, 
asombrado, creia haber descubierto a un profeta, De la noche a Sa 
mahana habiamos caido en manos del Comunismo International. 

Si a cualquier cubano normal, en tiempos normales, le hubierait 
propuesto albergar en su hogar, al calor de su familia, al iado de m 
esposa, de su hermana o de su hija, a un campesino desconocido, a un 
indigente desarrapado, o a un simple extrano cualquiera, seguraxnente 
hubiera rechazado la proposition con cortesia, pero con firmeza. Y 
es que para ese cubano normal, en cualquier epoca de normalidati 
la santidad del hogar y de la familia estaban por encima de todas las 
cosas. Actualmente, perturbado el pais por la revoiucion, hasta Jorge 
Manach, el aristocratico filosofo de Cuba contemporanea, abrid las 
puertas de su dornicilio a un grupo de doseonocidos para eumplir fa 
consigna del 26 de Julio. Era de buen fono hacerlo. 

Hace anos, muchos ya, cuando la generation que hoy manda ein 
Cuba se incubaba aun, el pueblo espanol fue victima de una plaga 
similar. Espaha tenia su Repub] ica ejemplar, digna, progresista, cul- 
ta. Pero esto no convenia al Comunismo. Habia que destruir a la 
nation que civilizo continentes, someterla a la peor humiliation, arre* 
batarle su catolicidad y sumirla en la abyeccion. Para lograrlo, eS 
Parfcido Comunista 'Espanol, controladc por rusos, checos, alemanes.. 
italianos, etc., concibio una sangrienta patraha. Creo las milicias fe- 
meninas. Invocando la tradition heroica de la Peninsula, cuyas mu- 
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irrnas la inano al rescale -rle la independen- 
cia hollada oor el invasor, se dio a la tarea de formal* los batallones 
de mujere* „y para simbolizarlas se busco a una prcsti 1 Ic vulgar* eon- 
rradieeion patent* de su sexo y de la nobieza (rue ie es inberente: Do- 
lores Ibarruri, la Pasionaria. Pasancio por enema rle todo escrupuio, 
y haeiendo tabla rasa de todo valor moral, el Partido idolizo a actuella 


e:&zp:< yreneia, presentandoia conio ejemplo de la mujer espafiola. Poco 
antes de que ia Republiea sucumbiese aplastada por el Fascismo y la 
trait.' ion roja. la Pasionaria declare que tenia una legion de hijos v 
que ;*u mayor orgullo eonsistia en no saber quien era el padre de cada 
uno ' ie el los. 

Como ia espafiola, la mujer cubana es, principalmente, rnujer de 
hogar. Halagada por el galanteo, hermosa, sensual, era cuestion de 
honor para el eubano venerarla en su cabal femineidad. Hija de un 
pais rico, donde se ganaban buenos salarios y la vida decursaba sin 
grandes complieaeiones, cuidaba esmeradamente de su elegancia, y 
haste la mas humilde jovencita se jactaba de atraer a su paso todas 
las miradas. Jovial, risuena, alegre, irrevocablemente honesta, habia 
eonquistado un lugar de honor entre las Delias elegantes de todo el 
Munrio. Hoy esto ha cambiado. Como en Espana, le han entregado 
un uniforme y un fusil y hart formado con ella una milicia. Para sim- 
bolizarla: Pastor; ta Nunez v Violeta Casal, cuyas personalidades equi- 
vocas renuncio a analizar. 

Fueron aun mas lejos que los comunistas espanoles. No se detu- 
vieron en la mujer y llegaron hasta los nihos. Comenzaron por hacer- 
ios eoparticipes de sus crimenes haciendoles contemplar espectaculos 
de cireo romano, como diria el Comandante Sosa Blanco frente a aquel 
tribunal que irremisiblemente lo condenaba a muerte de antemano. 
Lot? Uevaron como testigos a los juicibs y los hicieron formular acu- 
saciones y deponer testimonios que seguramente. estan fuera de la 
capacidad de razonamiento de los menores. 


Si eran ciertas las culpas de los mi- 
ll taxes sancionados al fusilamiento, los fidelistas contaban con elemen- 
ts de cargo suficient.es sin necesidad de apelar a aquellas pruebas tes- 
tificaies en que se veia a los nihos vacilar, sometidos sabe Dios a 
cuantas extranas presiones. 

No seria todo, empero. Pronto a esos nihos se les darian unifor- 
mes y armas. Se les habia ensenado ya que la vida humana carecia de 
valor. En seguida se les aleccionaria en el arte de acabarla. Se les 
forrno en milicias y se les dio fusiles y granadas con el aplauso de 
Manolo Alonso y de Guido Garcia Inclan, dos periodistas hipocritas y 
Uo rones, que habian pasado la vida demandando que se dejara de re- 
galar juguetes belicos a los nihos por Navidad y Reyes. Se les aconsejo 
la yileza de denunciar a sus mayores, pues se quiere educar a nuestros 
ninos en la soploneria y ia confidencia, induciendoios a delator a sus 
padres, a sus hermanos, a todos aquellos sobre quienes caiga el estig- 
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ma de contrarrevoiucionarios. Y como tampoco les bastan los ninos, 
comienzan a trabajar la ancianidad. Hace solo unos dias la prensa 
recogio co-mo information habitual la espeluznanie notlcia de que xm 
ancianito habia balaceado a su nieto, menor de edad, porque este cons- 
piraba contra el gobierno revolucionario. 

Tradiciones. . . ^para que? Las ocasiones hogarenas, como las; 
efemerides patrias, ban quedado a merced de los funcionarios de la 
revolution. La comunista Vicentina Antuna, dispuso que la N avid ad 
se ceiebre sin arbolitos, sin turrones, sin todo eso que recuerda la 
tradition cristiana. Para justificarlo dicen que necesitan ahorrar esas 
divisas, pero en 1958, cuando todavia no eran gobierno, los fidelistas? 
amenazaron con ametrallar las casas que exhibieran arbolitos navi- 
denos. 

4 Que cubano renuncio jamas a una amistad? Por encima de to- 
da diferencia politics, de prejuicios de raza, de religion o sociales, es- 
taba siempre la amistad. La palabra amigo tenia especiales resonan- 
cias en el labio del criollo, campechano y puro. Un dia, el 13 de marzo 
de 1957, la capital se estremecio bajo el impacto de feroz balacera.

Por este simple motivo, porque el dictador era amigo de los lideres 
sindicales, y estos a su vez amigos de Calixto Sanchez, el perseguido 
pudo salir del pais a la luz del dia por ei aeropuerto de Rancho Bo- 
yeros. 

Xnteresaz*se actualmente por un amigo preso es declararse mili- 
tante de la proscrita “Liga de la Toalla”, organization ilitita existente. 
solo en las mentes alucinadas de los fidelistas. El hermano del Ministro 
de Obras Publicas era amigo de Fidel y un dia aparecio en el despacho 
del jefe de la poiicia con un balazo en la cabeza. El comandante Felix 
Pena, miembro del Ejercito Rebelde y amigo de Fide!, aparecio con 
un balazo en la cabeza despues de que presidio el tribunal que absolvio 
a los aviadores del antiguo Ejercito. El comandante Pedro Luis Diaz 
Lanz, miembro del 26 de Julio, v amigo de Fidel y de Raul, fue acusado 
de traidor y perseguido sahudamente hasta que pudo escapar del pais. 
El doctor Manuel Urrutia Lleo, Presidente de la Republica y amigo de 
Fidel, fue vituperado publicamente por este y despojado de su cargo 
y de sus meritos revolucionarios. El comandante Hubert Matos, miem- 
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bro del 26 de Julio y amigo de Fidel, rue acusado de traidor y ence- 
rrado en los sombrios calabozos de La Cabana. En otros tiempos, 
cnando en Cuba rendiamos euito a la amistad, esos hombres hubieran 
merecido distinto destino. En Cuba rojofidelista no es as; all! ha des- 
aparecido el concepto de la amistad. 

Todo cuanto es pulcro y sano esta proscrito. A! Caudill© v sus 
acoiiios les estorba la limpieza, tanto dei cuerpo como del espiritu. 
Educados licenciosamente — el drogadicro, es jefe de la policia; el ma- 
ton, juez; el ladron, jefe del ejereito — , no condben la pledad ns las 
virtudes cristianas. Mentirosos, ineuitos, traidcres — tengase presente 
que el famoso grupo represivo del Coronel Ventura estaba integrado 
por antiguos miembros del 26 de Julio— les resulta ehoeante todo 
cuanto representa lo contrario.

La nation se hundia en la 
admiration silenciosa; millones de corazones, iatiendo ai. compas de la 
musica que marcaban las batutas de los nuevos dirigentes, se enhe- 
braban en la expectation y la angustia. La dictadura sob re el pensa- 
miento protagonizaba el primer episodic de una infinita serie de aluci- 
nantes pesadillas. 

Apelaron al sentimentalism© popular y obtuvieron exit© rotund©. 
Las masas, aletargadas, se creian representadas por aquelios hombres, 
y no percibian detras de ellos la sombra fatidica de Mao Tse-tung, 
cuyos agentes habian aleccionado a Fidel Castro y sus camaradas de 
la Alta Direction del 26 de Julio, el mas formidable apararo de action 
comunista conocido en la America y, probablemente, en el mundo, con 
la exception de Rusia. Quiero dar fe del , extraordinario acierto con 
que Nikita Khrushchev fijo los nuevos lineamientos del Partido. El 
case cubano ofrece copiosas pruebas de que el asaito ideologic© por 
la retaguardia constituye la tecnica idonea para Ia penetration en 
Oecidente. Ninguno de fos hombres del elenco fidelista era conocido

En su euforia 
por triunfo pensaron our* babiaba por ml el pasado moribund© y 
tTanqvjdamente me aoouse;;aron que marchara al extxajnjero, para 
quo a mi regreso estuviera en eondieiones de asirnilamie a la situa- 
cion revnmcionaria. Hoy, exdado por la persecution rojofidelista, cueri- 
to en mi correspondence! vivos testimonies de esos amigos que reco- 
:nocen onvno me asistia ia razon ai principio y se excusan por no haber 
querido comprender a tiempo. 

En los ulfimos dias del mes de enero el Partido Comunista Cu- 
bano envio a Moscu al eamarada Severe Aguirre. Dias despues iria 
iambi en Juan Marine]]©, del Partido Socialists Popular {ala stalinis- 
ta ) , pero la visita de este, no obstante que fue Ia que provoco gran 
repuisa popular, carecio del significado que tuvo la del primero. Este 
agenfe de la conspiracion roja tuvo a su cargo el informe de ia revo- 
lucion cuhana ante el Comite Centra] del Vigesimo Primer Congreso 
del Partido Comunista de ia Union Sovietica. El discurso, breve y 
aplaudido, fue una confesion paladina de la intervencion roja en el 
movim lento fidelista. De ese informe copiamos el siguiente parrafo: 

‘ ‘ ; Que prueban los acontecimientos de Cuba? Los acontecimien- 
tos de Cuba, como los de Venezuela, han destruido aqueilos argumen- 
tos case intentaban probar que, por la proximidad de los Estados 
Urridos, una batalla exitosa es imposible en los paises latinoamerica- 
nos.

■Claro que este solo parrafo esta lleno de afirmaciones mentiro- 
sas. En ningun momento el pueblo entero tomo las armas en sirs ma- 
nos ba,)o las banderas del fidelismo. El propio Fidel Castro, durante 
los dias subsiguientes a su triunfo, se encargo de dar a oonocer que 
la hueste que lo seguia era escasisima. La contradiction existente en- 
tre lo dicho por Severo Aguirre y lo deelarado por Fidel se explica 
por K> siguiente: 

Mientras Aguirre- habiaba en Moscu con vistas a un informe que 
seria conocido por todos los Partidos Cornu nistas del mundo, Fidel lo 
hacia para un pueblo ya bajo control y al cual habia que inocular 
b.ondos complejos de culpa de manera que cada ciudadano se sintiera 
complice de las enormes atrocidades que se imputaban al regimen 
que acahaba de ser derrotado. La inoculadon de complejos es una 
fase de esa tecnica que se conoce con el nombre de “lavado de cere- 
bro M y de la cual nos ocuparemos con mayor amplitud mas adelante. 

Poco despues, en marzo de este mismo ano de 1959, se producia 
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era Pekin, China Raja, un in ter esan t i si m o acontecimiento. Mao Tse- 
tung recibia personalmente a ios Meres cie los Partidos Comuni stas 
Latinoamericanos. Entre los asistentes a la reunion figuraban: Luis 
Corvalan, Secretario General del. Partido Comunista de Chile ; Porn- 
peyo Marquez, Pedro Ortega y Alonso Ojeda, del Comite Central del 
Partido Comunista Venezolano; Gilberto Vieira, Secretario General, 
y Joaquin Moreno, del Partido Comunista de Colombia; Raul Acosta 
y Jorge del Prado, del Comite Central del Partido Comunista del Pe- 
ru; Elias Munoz, del Comite Central del Partido Comunista del Ecua- 
dor: Humberto Ramirez Cardenas, del Comite Central del Partido Co- 
munista de Bolivia; Felipe Rezrodnik, del Comite Central del Partido 
Comunista Argentine; Wilfredo Vazquez, del comite provincial de Las 
Villas del Partido Socialista Popular de Cuba; y delegados de los Par- 
tidos Comunistas de Brasil, Paraguay, Costa Rica y Panama. For el 
Partido Comunista Chino estuvieron presenters, ademas de Mao, Teng 
Hsiao-ping, Secretario General del Comite Central, y Wang Chia, 
hsiang, miembro del Secretariado. 

Todo un acontecimiento, como se ve. 

“El lider Mao Tse-tung — dice el informe oficiai — y los represen- 
tatives de los partidos hermanos intercambiarorc opiniones acerca de 
la situacion intemacional. Convinieron en que esta es extraordinaria- 
mente favorable a la lucha por la paz, la independence, la democra- 
cia y el progreso social en los pueblos de todos los paises.

“Acerca de la situacion en la America Latina — agrega el infor- 
me — expresaron unanime satisfaction por ei. crecimiento sin prece- 
dences de los sentimientos patrioticos en distintos paises, 3o que prue- 
ba que finalmente se liberaran del imperialism© americano y conquis- 
faran su total independence. 

“El lider Mao Tse-tung — subraya el informe — expreso ' entusias- 
mo, simpatia, y la decision de brindar el mayo-r apoyo a todos los pai- 
ses iatinoamericanos que se opongan resmltamente al imperialismo 
yanqui, defendiendo la independence nacional en busca de la demo- 
cracia y 3a libertad. Finalmente hizo calidos eiogios del pueblo de 
Cuba por su reciente victoria sobre el despotico gobierno pro-norte - 
americano que sufria”. 

Tanto la cita del evento de Pekin, como la del de Moscii, prueban 
dos cosas: Primera: la estrategia comunista es una e indivisible: para 
los planificadores de la conquista mundial no hay en el planet, a un

Aplicando concretamente la te- 
sts a.l easo cubano, a su r ogre so de la visita a Mao, el camarada Luis 
Corvalan declare en Chile lo siguiente: “Debernos marchar con la 
burguefya, y Cuba ec cl cjempkC. En medio de deiirant.es aplatisos, 
Corvalan aarmo quo Mao Je habia dicho que “la revolucurn cubana 
destruye el mito de que lo , s yankis con invencibles”. Esto xnismo dijo 
Severe Aguirre en Moscu. Esto misrno ha dicho v repite Fide] Castro 
en La Habana. For consiguiente, la revolution fidelisfa no es una 
perturbation local dirigida a derrocar un gobierno determinado, sino 
la action parciai prevista en las tacticas a seguir para ablandar v 
dest.ru ir a los Estados Unidos y, por ende, al Bemiri'erio Occidental. 

La via de acceso al poder para los Partidos Comunistas habia 
side siempre el golpe de Estado. La tecnica, ejecutada con toda pre- 
cision por el binomio Lenin-Trotzky contra el regimen de Kerensky 
en Rusia t se habia repetido en otros paises; pero resulto ineficaz en 
China. Aqui, en vez de apelar al golpe de mano, se habia desarrollado 
una Jarga e intensa Jucha en los campos v con las armas. Partiendo 
de la base de que las eondiciones existentes en Cuba son similares a 
las que existian en China, se acudio en nuestra patria a identieo ex- 
pedients por presion del Partido Comunista Chino, que aplicaba las 
cnnclusiones formuladas por Mao Tse-tung el 6 de noviembre de 1938 
en la sesidn plenaria del Comite Central del Partido, que fueron apro- 
badas por unanimidad, y que llevaban como preambulo la siguiente 
declaration :

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!>!*> eonstit uye una simple coincidencia que Fidel C 
pruvi mu lucha contra Batista, en franca oposicion al criterio de la ma-

\m ciudades. Una elara referenda a -esto foe xormuiada nor Severe 
Aguirre en su ya mencionado discurso de Moscu. Segun ei delegate 
cubano, el Comunismo die todo su apoyo al fidelismo una vez que 
esfce abandono ei putchismo y el terrorism o individual y se entrego 
a la are ion de masas, solo que esta hubo que ejereerla, corno en 
China, sobre el campesinado, pues el proietariado industrial se nego 
reiteradamente a acudir al llarnado de la revolucion. De este mode 
se consagro el principio maoista de llevar adelante una tdctica dis- 
tinta para las areas subdesarroiladas. 

En su analisis de la revolucion china Mao Tse-tung formulo los 
fiuidamentos de la politica a seguir en estas areas y que fueron poste- 
riormente incorporados a las seccionales hispanoamericanas y que 
Corvalan expuso de manera tan descarnada en Chile. “Esta ya claro 
— decia Mao — que la sociedad china es todavia colonial, semicolonial 
y feudal; que los enemigos principals de la revolucion siguen siendo 
ei imperiaiismo y las fuerzas feudales; que la tarea de la revolucion 


cons isle en una revolucion nacional y en una revolucion democr&tica 
para derrocar a esos dos enemigos; que ia burguesia toma parte a 
veces en esta revolucion y que aun cuando la gran burguesia traicio- 
na a la revolucion y se eonvierte en enemiga de esta, nuestra revo- 
lucion sigue estando dirigida contra el imperiaiismo y el feudalism o. 
En vista de ello, el caracter de la revolucion china, en ia etapa pre- 
sente, no es socialista-proletario, sino dcmocrdtico-hurgues. 

“No obstante, la revolucion democratico-burguesa en la China de 
hoy no es ya del viejo tipo corriente, hoy anticuado, sino de un nuevo 
tipo especial. Este tipo de. revolucion se desarrolla en China y en to- 
dos los paises coloniales y semicoloniales, y nosotres la denominamos 
revolucion de la nueva democracia. La revolucion de la nueva demo - 
cracia es parte de la revolucion mundial soctdlista-proleiaria, que lu- 
cha resue Itamente contra el imperiaiismo, o sea, el capitalismo inter- 
nacional. Politicamente significa la dictadura conjunta de varias 
closes revoiucionarias sobre los imperialistas, los traidores y los reac- 
donarios, y la lucha contra los intentos de convertir a la sociedad 
china en una sociedad sometida a la dictadura burguesa.

China solo puede .avanzar haeia fe 
sociedad social ista. pasando por este tipo de revolucion . . . Esta revo- 
lution de la nueva democratia se diferencia mucho de las revolutions 
democraticas que reglstra la historia de los pauses europeos y a me- 
ricanos; no conduce a la dictadura de la burguesia, sino a. la diets - 
dura del frente unico de todas las clases revolucion arias bajo la di- 
rection del proIetariada ? “. 

Invito al lector a comparar estos parrafos de Mao con. cuafcg^ 
quiera de los contenidos en los kilometricos discursos de Fidel Castro. 
Renuncio a hacerlo por mi parte. Ningun argumento mio resultarfe 
mas revelador que las sorpresas que el lector recibira con ello.

Las comparecencias de Fidel Castro ante las camaras de tel eva- 
sion y los microfonos de la radio, su habitual norma de acudir a. en- 
frentarse con los auditories invisibles para exponerles las mas espino- 
sas cuestiones de gobierno, son hechos ofrecidos por los parciales <M 
fidelocomunismo como la mejor pi^ueba de que en Cuba existe to 
regimen de opinion publica, Es dectr, que para estas gentes un siro- 
ple acto de propaganda gubernamental debe admitirse como manifes- 
tation de tolerancia y de liber tad de expresion, 

Todo esto constituye una colosal falacia. El hecho cierto es que 
el amanecer del primero de enero de 1959 el pueblo cubano respaJ- 
daba el triunfo revolucionario. Harto de guerra civil, esperanzado en 
que un cambio en la gobemacion traeria consigo un sensible alivio 
en el clima de tension que se vivia, ese pueblo abrio su corazon a los 
triunf adores que, ademas, venian precedidos por una leyenda de epo- 
poya y de heroismo. Fidel, que es un habil agitador de masas, com- 
prendio cuan favorable era para sus planes aquella disposition espi- 
ritual. Dilato su llegada a a Habana y mando en su lugar a dos de 
sus hombres de confianza: Camilo Cienfuegos y el “Che” Guevara. 
Esto no era caprichoso. Sobre todo el “Che” Guevara estaba pode- 
rosamente lastrado por sus antecedentes comunistas y habia que 
hacerlo grato a las masas. Aprovechando la disposition popular, to 
hizo avanzar sobre la fortaleza de La Cabana, con Jo cual le permi- 
tio obtener posiciones vitales para la total conquista del poder, y 
aduenarse de las simpatias del publico. Con inexplicable lenl.it.ud 
avanzaba el caudillo de la revolucion sobre las provincias cortquis- 
tadas, man t eni end o a la n a cion paralizada por la emotion v pen- 
diente de su apoteosica arribada a La Habana. Consolidaba con ello 
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cimiento de estos h echos en el extranjero provoco ana reaecion des- 
favorable para ei fidelismo. La. prensa continental, y aun los gofoer- 
nantes de Ios paises hermanos, liicieron oir su protesta contra aquellas 
enormadades. 

El gobierno fidelista aeudio a su tecnica predilecta. Apeiando 
a lodes Ios medics de coaccion, produjo un formidable acto de masas 
Irente a palacio para apoyar la justicia revolucionaria. No se decia, 
pero en realidad lo que' pretendia el rojofidelismo era convalidar cl 
terrommo oficial y exterminar los cuadros dei eiercito acostum- 
forando al pueblo al espectaculo macabro de los fusilamientos* Ate- 
morizadas por este desbordamiento de las masas, y por la diabolica 
fadlidad eon que Fidel las movia a su antojo para cualquier finali- 
•dad, por absurda o criminal que fuera, las clases responsables del pais 
y sus instnimentos de opinion tuvieron que sumirse en ominoso si- 
lencio. Este es el regimen de opinion publica que las instituciones 
oficiales del periodismo cubano, traicionadas por Jorge Quintana, por 
Eudaido Gutierrez Paula, un aventurero sin escrupulo, y por Baldo- 
mero Alvarez, Rios, defienden con calor digno de mejor causa. 

Estos procedimientos inauguraban una etapa de crisis institu- 
tional que el fidelismo se empecina en hacer cada dia mas aguda. 
Sin cacnaras legislativas ni Tribunales de Justicia idoneos, se ha san- 
cionado una legislation criminal que conspira contra las libertades 
publicas. La incorporation de nuevas figuras delictivas en los codi- 
gos, corno esa vaguedad sujeta a arbitrarias interpretaciones que se 
designa con el calificativo de “delitos eontrarrevolucionarios”, se pres- 
ta para la aplicacion de condenas severisimas. que van desde el con- 
finamiento en los campos de concentration hasta la pena de muerte 
por fusilamiento. A esto no escapan ni los deudores al fisco, a quienes 
perennemente se amenaza por la prensa, en anuncios desplegados del 
Mimsterio de Hacienda, con enviarlos a 3a carcel si evaden el cum- 
plimiento de sus obligaciones. 

Hace falta calar muy hondo para comprender como ha sido po- 
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sible que el pueblo cubanc llegara hasta extremos cuales los que eon- 
templamos. En Cuba fue siempre imposible la aplieacion de la pena 
de muerte, ya fuera por motives politicos o comunes. La nacion en 
pleno t y de ello dan fe la Constitution de 1940 y buen numero de en- 
cuestas realizadas al efecto, rechazaba reiterada y tesoneramente la 
aplieacion de sanciones tan severas. Ese mismo pueblo fue Inducido 
por Fidel Castro y sus secuaces a opinar en forma radical mente opues- 
ta. ^ Como? ;,Por que? 

Este como y este por que tienen su contestation en una brutal 
tecnica comunista: el lavado de cerebro. La. psiquiatria modern a se 
dirige a eliminar las fofoias y complejos del subconseiente, para libe 
rarlo de esas fuerzas ocultas que lo atan y deforman la personalidad 
El lavado de cerebro es justamente lo contrario. Consiste en hurgar 
el subconsciente del individuo y de las masas, localizar sus fobias y 
trabajar la mente con eilas hasta cuajarla de complejos y viciar la 
personalidad. Los resultados que arrojan estos procedimientos iortuo- 
sos son asombrosos. A ellos se deben las increibles confesiones de los 
procesados por Vishinsky euando los famosos juicios de Moscu, duran- 
te los cuales aguerridos revolucionarios admitieron la comision de de 
litos increibles. Esta tortura mental forzo a un grupo de soldados nor 
teamericanos prisioneros de los rojos en Corea a admitir la patrana 
de que las fuerzas de la GNU realizaban alii una guerra bacteriologica. 
Anos despues, nada menos que un primado de la.Iglesia Catolica, el 
Cardenal Mindzsenty, rehen de las fuerzas de ocupacion rusas en Hun- 
gria, tambien cayo en la temible trampa del lavado de cerebro y se 
declaro culpable de espionaje y de otros actos contra la seguridad del 
estado comunista. 

Con su habitual impudicia Fidel Castro hizo creer a las masas 
que eran culpables de los hechos que acababan de ocurrir en Cuba. 
Como un maestro de escuela en presencia del alumno discolo, acusaba 
a las masas de connivencia con la dictadura, de aficion al juego, etc., 
etc. Se inoculaba asi un complejo de culpa en el alma de la multitud; 
se le hacia creer que las calamidades de La guerra civil en buena parte 
se debian a la indiferencia popular. Modificados y condicionados de 
este mode los reflejos de las masas, se les forzo a solidarizarse con 
el crimen, deslizandose la amenaza de que en caso de que el gobierno 
comunista se desplome violentamente , las venganzas alcanzarian it 
todos, porque todos dieran su apoyo a la aplieacion de las penas de 
muerte. La fijacion de responsabilidades colectivas — ficcion del mons- 
truoso derecho sovietico que ha servido para justificar numerosos ac- 
tos de genocidio— servia asi para identificar al ciudaclano comun con 
el comisario politico o mill tar. 

Esta presion psicologica permite a los dirigentes nxovilizar las 
masas a su capricho. Los instrumentos inhibitorios eticos y rationales 
han side quebrados y solo queda ya el reflejo condicionado, la reac- 
cion artificial preconcebida por los funcionarios y los cuadros. Asi les 
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fue facil consagrar la calumnia, entronizar la difamaeion, jusfificar 
el crimen. Cualquier acto de gobierno es exhibido como una action 
salvadora, La consolidation del liderazgo de Fidel ha sido total a vir- 
tue! de la aplicacion en gran escala de esto-s procedimientos. AI prin- 
cipio se le use para saneionar a los llamadcs criminal es de guerra; hoy 
se apliea tambien a la liquidation, de los viejos camaradas. 

El prcceso Urrutia es aieccaonaclor. El Presidente Pro visional de 
la Republica fue acusado por Fidel desde las camaras de television. 
El repertorio de insultos y de supuestos delitas era de !o rrras esco- 
gido. Durante horas todas las plantas de television y radio, transmi- 
tiendo en cadena, llevaban al pueblo el mensaje demoledor, que se- 
naiaba al Jefe del Estado como traidor, contrarrevolucionario, etc. 
Urrutia quiso dar la batalla, esgrimir su defensa. Pidio camaras y 
microfonos para exponer sus argumentos y lo que recibio fue un vio- 
lento empellon cle Raul Castro que lo arrojo de Palacio sin conside- 
raciones para su persona, para su jerarquia ni para su familia, 

Opinar contra ia revolution, discrepar de Fidel Castro, son acti- 
tudes que conllevan riesgos enormes. Las masas, debidamente dirigidas 
por agitadores comunistas, estan permanentemente en la calle, dis- 
puestas a abalanzarse sobre periddicos como “Avance” y “Diario de 
la Marina”, con cuyos ejemplares haeen las turbas autos de fe en 
todas las ciudades de la Republica como en Ja Alemania de Hitler. 

Un caso patetico ha sido el de Jules Dubois, que habia sido uno 
de los mas fogosos defensores de Fidel Castro en el periodismo nor- 
teamericano. El favor que le dispensaba el caudillo rojo era tan notable 
que hasta las paginas de “Bohemia” se le abrieron incondieionalmen - 
te. Bast.o que un dia Dubois, harto de alternar con los comunistas, 
denunciara la infiltration de estos y de sus doctrinas en el gobierno 
fideHsta para que se le forzara a abandonar el pais despues de ser 
sometido a todo tipo de vejaciones. “Bohemia”, por supuesto, que se 
prociama campeona de ia impaimaiidad, borro rapidamente su n om- 
bre de la lista de colaboradores habituales. 

Dice German Arciniegas en su obra “Entre la Libertad y el Mie- 
do” que el pueblo cubano es adicto al debate de las ideas, y que como 
manifestation de ello, las dos moles que sobresalen a primera vista 
del extranjero que llega a la Habana son el Capitolio National y la 
Universiaad de la Habana, asiento de] Paris men to el primer o y de la 
cultura y la docencia la segunda. Hoy por hoy el Capitolio es refugio 
de media docena de aventureros comunistas, que organizan alii sus 
expediciones contra distintos paises de America y aun de Europa, y 
la Universidad. sometida al gobierno de los grupos estudiantiles, acusa 
la mas grave crisis de su historia. Ambas moles de piedra han cedido 
sus lugares a las moles humanas, a las masas desbordadas, cuyos san- 
grientos ritomellos de “pa-re-don, pa-re-don, pa-re-don”, silencian el 
debate parlamentario y frenan el avance de la cultura. 

Este manejo de las masas para fines tan monstruosos no es una 
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^p*x?ial:fciad de Fidel Castro, sino quo ha side la tecnica predilecta tie 
iodos tos riictadores del presente siglo. Sin embargo, ning uno de eilos 
ias esrnpieo eon las criminales intenciones de Fidel Castro, que en esto 
no es ni dquiera original, puest- o quo copia a su viejo maestro y ae- 
tuai eolega Mao Tse-tung. Para probario transcribo a continuadon 
Joe dguienter: narrates de Richard L. Walker en su formidable ohra 
‘'China, Nueva Polencla Mundial”; 

“'El ant? de la violence empezo en realidad cuando .Mao Tse-tung 
promulgd *a .Ley sobre Cast! go de Contrarrevolucionarios el 21 de fe • 
nre.ro de 19-/51. Este documents era de una severidad sin precedentes. 
Bajo sue norcnas Ja pena de muerte estaba senalada para una serie 


tie delitas que no estaban daramente definidos. Las penas eran retro - 
aofjvas, en decir, que eualquier persona podia ser castigada por tin 
Mztjo eometido veinte o treinta an os antes. El ariculo 9o., por ejempio, 
deda: 


“Qialquiera de los actos provocatives e instigadores con proposi- 
tus contrarrevolucionarios que se mencionan a continuadon seran 
castigados con mas de tres anos de carcel; los mas graves seran cas- 
tigados eon pena de muerte o prision perpetua: 

"a> Excitar a las masas para resSstir y sabotear la eosecha y los 
impuestsos, servicios iahoraies, servieio militar y otros decretos admi- 
nistratlvos del Gobierno y del Pueblo. 

4< b) Contrariar y dividir la solidaridad existente entre el gobier- 
no y las nacionalidades, clases democraticas, partidos democraticos y 
grupos o cuerpos populares. 

"c) Efectuar propaganda con trar r e voluei on aria , agitar o inventar 
y extender rumores”. 

Comparese esta legislaeion de China Roja con la incorporada por 
Fidel Castro al Codigo de Defensa Social el 7 de Septiembre del pre- 
sente ano, y en la cual se expresa: 

“Qtiien introduzca, publique o propague, o trate de hacer leer en 
Cuba eualquier orden o decreto que pudiera perjudicar la indepen- 
dence. de la nacion o provocar la no observancia de sus leyes, sera 
encarcelado de 6 a 18 anos. La incitacion a actos contrarrevoluciona- 
rios sera castigada con prision de 10 a 20 anos”. 

En la comparation todavia garta en henevolencia la legislaeion 
china. Fidel Castro, coino se ve, supera en crueldad a todos los dicta- 
dores rojos. Y para que 3a prensa rojofidelista diga despues lo que 
quiera, copio a continuadon otro parrafo de la mencionada obra que 
ilustrara aun mas sobre las raices del fen omen o comunista en Cuba: 
'"En marzo de 1951 los periodicos empezaron a relatar las ejjecu- 
ciones en masa que se efectuaban en todo el territorio chino. En Pe- 
Mru modelo que debla seguirse en todo el pais, fue iniciada la campana 
el 24 de marzo con un extenso y efectivo juicio de masas. El Diario 
del Pueblo al dia siguiente informo que mas de 5,000 personas habian 
estado presen tes en ei Parque Central para partidpar en el juicio de 
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los contrarrevolucionarios. El primer gran juicio fue presidido por 
P'eng Chen, miemhro del Comite Central del Partido Coxrmnista y 
alcalde de Pekin. En .lugar de las aeusaciones a cargo del populacho, 
sistema empleado mas tarde, el alcalde y otros jefes del Gobierno hi • 
cieron largos discursos, denunciando a los delincuentes que estaban 
atados juntos, a la vista del publico. Segiin el periodica: 

“A cada discurso el odio se hacia mas intense. Despues de dneo 
haras P’eng aio po r termlnado el drama preguntando: 

“ — Camaradas, ^que deberiamos hacer con todos estos crimina- 
tes, bandidos, agentes seeretos, depravados terratenientes, cabecillas 
y reaccionarios organizadores de sectas taoistas? 

14 — jFusilarios! — grito la masa al unisono. 

“ — £ Debemos acaso tener compasion de ellos? 

“ — I No, no! — contesto la masa. 

44 — Verdaderamente no debemos compadecerles — con tin u 6 
P'eng — . Si les perdonaramos seria una grave omision par nuestra 
parte. 

“La masa, obediente, afirmo a gritos que el pueblo tenia razon, 
que los reos eran culpables: 

“ — ;Viva Mao Tse-tung! 

“ — Estamos aqui representando al pueblo — concluyo el alcai- 
de — . Nuestro deber es cumplir con los deseos del pueblo suprlmiendo 
a los contrarrevolucionarios y efectuando este acto de acuerdo con 
la Ley, ya que debemos dar muerte a los que son reos de muerte. En 
caso de que pudiera haber dudas en su favor no los matariamos, pero 
en caso contrario nuestro deber es darles muerte y a estos hombres 
se la daremos. Todos vosotros estais pidiendo ahora que los suprima- 
mos, asi que manana el tribunal dictara sentencia y seran ejecutados” 

Como se ve, los plebiscites en que Fidel Castro y sus gonfaloneros 
sostienen que se afirma un regimen de opinion pubiica, tienen su mas 
cercano antecedente en los celebrados en la Repuhliea Etemocratiea 
China. Quite el lector los nombres chinos de los pasajes transcritos y 
ponga en su lugar personajes cubanos. La copia sera al carbon, como 
el resto de lo que viene haciendo en Cuba el rojofidelismo para destruir 
nuestro pais y convertirlo en cabeza de playa de los rojoasiaticos en 
su asalto final contra Occidente.

Surge asi una 
nueva fey de firmeza peculiar. .Arturo Koestler, que corioce corno may 
IXK'o^autores de nuestro tiernpo el fenomeno eomunista, asegura que 
ios <af ill ados a esta doctrine, “creen to-do lo que pueden probar, y pue- 
aen probar todo lo que ereenL Es un vicio incorporado a lcs procesos 
mentales que -convierte al h ombre en automata, porque viola la san- 
tidad de su conciencia y, ademas, deseoneierta al adversario. 


A raiz de la ocupacion del poder los fideiistas proclamaron que 
la dictadura habia provocado 20,000 muertes. Es dificil admitirlo, pero 
tambien resulta dificil desmentirlo. Postulada esta primera mentir a, 
todo lo demas Jes fue despues relativamente facil. Con acusar a cuai- 
quiera de estar vinculado al pasado, y amenazar a 3a opinion publica 
con el retomo de fuerzas tan tenebrosas corno para asesinar a vemt.e 
mil cubanos, tienen suficiente para atemorizar a las masas y moverlas 
en el sentido que mejor convenga a sus planes. 

Adolfo Hitler aseguraba que los pueblos primero aceptan y creen 
ciegamente una gran mentira bien dicha que una verdad. El mito etni- 
co, levantado malevolamente por el dictador aleman, creo un compie- 
jo de superioridad entre los alemanes que los llevo a cohonestar las 
peores atrocidades. En Cuba ocurrio algo similar con ei supuesto bom- 
bardeo de la Habana por aviones procedentes de bases situadas en 
Norteamerica. Infinidad de testigos y observadores de eredito asegu- 
ran que los aviones ineursionistas solo dejaron caer sobre la ciudad 
panfletos de propaganda y que el uso indiscriminado de todo tipo de 
armas por soldados y policias fue el causante directo de que murieran 
dos ciudadanos y resultaran heridos alrededor de cincuenta mas. Fi- 
del Castro via cuan util podia serle todo lo acontecido para su cam 
pana de odio contra Estaaos Unidos y hablo de bombardeos desde eJ 
aire y hasta compare el suceso con la agresion japonesa contra Pearl 
Harbor. Fue suficiente. Desde entonces muchos cubanos, que ni por 
asomo suponen cuales serian las consecuencias de un ametrallamiento 
y bombardeo aereo a la Habana, aseguran enfaticamente que la- ca- 
pital cubana fue sometida a la accion criminal desde el aire. 

La mentira tambien ha sido habilmente usada para producir pin- 
giies utilidades al gobiemo. Como en China y otras areas subdesarro- 


lladas regidas par sistemas eomunistas, en Cuba son frecuentes las 
coieetas publicas y la recogida de articulos de valor como contribu- 
cion voluntarla al gobiemc. La verdadera finalidad de esas eoiectas y 
recogidas no es, por supuesto, cubrir el znontante de la necesidad ar- 
tifitialmente creada. Nadie sabe mejor que Fide). Castro que con. lo 
que se recaude en la caile dincilrxienle se lograra obtener las sumas 
necesarias para, comprar aviones de reaccio n o para engrosar ias ba- 
iisimas reservas de divisas. Pero el procedimiento es bueno — cornu 
senaia el citado Kcestler- — para incorporar emocionalmente a las per- 
sonas a las campanas que se realizan. Quien haya dado un centavo 
norteamericano, o contribuido eon un par de yugos, lleva en si el so - 
Ho de su patriotismo y desinteres. Se cree una parte responsable de la 
gran labor que se realiza: pero lo que ignora es que esta pequena 
compulsion que lo obliga moraimente a entregar algo suyo, sieve lam- 
bien para justificar la implantation de medidas dictatoriales para des- 
pojar a los que tienen algo que perder. Las ultimas dispositions del 
Fondo de la Moneda del Banco- National de Cuba, dan la ton lea. Por 
una de ellas se establece que todo aquel que cobre sus servicios al ex - 
tranjero en dolares, tiene setenta v dos boras para entregar las di- 
visas al Banco, y asimismo se fuerza al dudadano a dar al Estado, 
sin ventaja aiguna para el, el dinero que tiene en su poder a cambio 
de una moneda de dudoso valor, como desgraeiadamente es 3a rnone 
da cubana actualmente. Lo recaudado por estos medios compulsives 
se suma a las exiguas eifras de las contribueiones voluntarias y pos- 
teriormente se dice que el total es producto de la cooperation espon- 
tanea, con lo cual se crea un clima de confusion mental del que las 
gentes a duras penas logran escapar. 

Seria preciso que el gobierno rojofidelista — lo que por supuesto 
no hace ni hara — publicase estadisticas sobre la production natio- 
nal, montan te del ingreso, etc., para conooer el alcance del enorme 
fraude que significan sus Leyes. Por lo pronto hay una rcalidad: los 
salaries de los trabajadores han mermado considerablemente. For una 
parte se les redujeron mediante un impuesto que capta el tres por 
ciento en los salarios hasta den pesos, que son !a mayoria, por su- 
puesto. Por otro lado, las distintas organizaciones sindicales vienen to- 
rn ando acuerdos para que los trabajadores de sus sectores entreguen 
el importe de un dia de haber de cada mes durante periodos que os- 
cilan entre un ano y cuatro anos con ei fin de recaudar fondos para 
3a compra de armas, la Reforma Agraria, ete. Los bancarios, por ejern- 
plo, acordaron entregar su dia de haber durante diez meses. De este 
modo un empleado que ganaba cien pesos, ademas de los descuenfos 
de maternidad, cuota sindical, etc., debe entregar mensualmente tres 
pesos por razor del mencionado impuesto, y tres pesos v centavos mas- 
para la compra de armas, etc., con lo cual su salario queda reducido 
a bastante menos de noventa y cinco pesos mensuales. En el caso de 
los obreros del transporte todavia es peer, pues ahora, ademas de las 



exacdofnes mencionadas, se ies priva del derecho a viajar gratis en 
los omnibus, eon lo cual en reaiidad se ies rebaja tambien los sala- 
nos. Y nada digamos de los azucareros, obligados por aeuerdos de la 
F3MTA que diiige el sumiso Conrado Becquer a donar, ademas de todo 
lo ya relacionado, el cuatro por eiento de sus salarios durante cuafro 
anos, para Ilegar a la cifra de CUAKENTA MILLONES DE DOLA- 
RES que la dirigencia sindical quiere regalar al gobiemo. 

Las realidades socialistas so n realidades diferidas, todas se re- 
mi ten para el manana, Apretarse el cinturon, comer malanga, presein- 
dir de la mantequilla, etc., son penalidades que el pueblo cubano debe- 
ra sufrir para que dentro de veinte anos — ^donde estaran entonces 
Fidel Castro y su pandilla krushevista? — la nation sea economica- 
mente libre. Mientras tanto, la falacla del progreso social se va ha- 
ciendo mas dramatica, Primero afirmaron que la Reforma Agraria 
haria un propietario de cada campesino; poco despues el INRA se 
encargo de aclarar que no se entregaria ti tulos de propiedad a los 
guajiros, sino que las tierras serian dadas en usufructo, y que aque- 
llos campesinos que no eubrieran los indices de produccion senalados 
por el Instituto serian despojados de sus ti tulos; esto es: no se Ies die 
una propiedad, sino una ilusion inconsistente. A los obreros se les ha 
despojado del derecho a la hueiga y finalmente se pretende militari- 
zarlos, cc m lo eua] pueden ser declarados traidores a la patria, contra- 
rrevolucionarios, etc. 

Dijeron que pondrian termino al desempleo; pero trescientos 
mil obreros de la construction quedarcn sin trabajo desde los prime 
ros dias del triunfo revolucionario. Desde agosto a la fecha ban ce- 
rrado mas de diez y echo fabricas de muebles y mueblerias dejando 
fuera de la produccion a varies millares de trabajadores. Mas de se- 
senta mil gastronomicos rumian su hambre por falta de turismo, que 
provoca. el eierre cle hoteles. Dijcron que fomentarian la Marina Mer- 
oante National, pero gestionan la cancelation de la compra de ocho 
naves al Canada, y no solamente eso, sino que los puertos se van que- 
dando sin trafico maritime como consecuencia de la suspension de 
viajes a. Cuba. Por las restricciones a las importaciones quedan sin 
trabajo millares de obreros del comercio, especiaimente en el giro de 
radio, television, refrigeration, automovil, sederia, alimentation, etc. 
Pero no obstante eso, van a dar empleo a cerca de un tnilldn de cieso- 
cupatte que sufre el pais por obra y gracia del rojofidelismo. Van a 
darlo. . . a traves de los Batallones de Trabajo Voluntario (es decir: 
sin. paga) que con tanta diligencia organiza y fomenta el gobiemo 
revolucionario. En la administration. de justicia prometieron respetar 
los derechos ciudadanos. Pero desde el primero de enero gobieman con 
suspension de las garantias constitucional.es y aplicando penas de 
muerte mdiseriminadamente a traves de los texnidos tribunates de te- 
rror. 

Se miciaron en el gobierno con los paredones de fusilamiento. Por 
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ellos deslilaron miliares de hombres a quienes calificaron de “crimi- 
nates de guerra”. Un ano despues, exterminados los supuestos culpa- 
bies de la tragedia cubana, siguen fusilando: esa ha sido la .mis ion del 
fideiismo y su tarea mejor cumplida. Maci.6 entre la sangre; la srmgre 
lo ahogara. 

“NO SOMOS MAS CAMARABAS” 

Un valiente periodista hungaro, que participo activamente en las 
luchas de su pueblo contra la opresion roja iiace Ires anos, dejo para 
la posteridad, bajo el rubro del presente capitulo, un pequeno y 'ma- 
gistral libro donde se recogen las vicisitudes de su patria bajo la domi- 
nacion totalitaria, y la viril decision de la nacion martir, de pelear 
hasta znorir por la independencia y para ofrecer al mundo un ejemplo 
de cdmo hay que enfrentarse a los comunis t as. 

Durante los dias que precedieron a] violento estallido de Buda- 
pest, el ambiente era de extraordinaria tension en la capital hangar a. 
El partido, a traves de sus oidos y monitores, recibia las expresiones 
de protesta y devolvia consignas que las masas se negaban a cumplir. 
Al caer de una tarde, como obedientes a un impulso superior, comen- 
zaron a congregarse los ciudadanos de Budapest frente al palacio de 
gobierno. E3 clamor de miliares de almas era ya superior a los esfuer- 
zos del comunismo. Las autoridades, despues de los infructuosos es- 
fuerzos de Janos Kadar, ordenaron apagar las luces de la capital para 
que los congregados se dispersasen. Fue inutil. Los vaiientes hung a - 
ros, haciendo antorchas con los periodicos que portaban, iluminaron 
la explanada dejando ver la indignacion popular en sus rostros con 
traidos como en expresion de ia tradicional dignidad de esa avanzada 
occidental. Hungria estaba en pie para iniciar su matiroiogio 

Los estrategas del partido, en un esfuerzo final por contener a 
la muchedumbre, y conscientes de que Kadar y sus secuaees no Servian 
para el proposito, hicieron traer a Imre Nagy, a quien habian pros 
ciito de los cuadros dirigentes por sus desviacionismos nacionalistas. 
Nagy disfrutaba de alguna populaiidad. Su reiterada oposicion a las 
autoridades rasas, y a los agent.es extranjeros del Partido, le habian 
ganado algunas simpatias en las masas. Se le instruyo acerea. de 
la necesidad de persuadir a la muchedumbre para que se disolviese y 
que cada uno* regresara pacificamente a su hogar. Pudo mas en el 
la fidelidad al partido que a la patria, y en medio de mortal silencio 
se asomo a la terraza palatina para dirigirse a sus compatriotas. Ten 
so, nerviosOj dramatico, inicio su alocucion: 

“ — ;Camaradas!. . ; 

Hizose nuevamente el silencio, mientras el orador agiiardaba 
por alguna muestra de aprobacion de aquelia multitud que hasta 
entoncres lo habia favorecido con sus simpatias. Pero la masa ca- 
ilaba, rumiaba en silencio la indignacion que le habia llevado alii, 
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la violation de sus hogares, el secuestro de sus tradiciones, la es- 
clavitud y la ignominia. De pronto, como si alguien hubiera hecbo 
la serial, a una sola voz la muchedumbre, crispada por la emotion, 
impuso su voluntad con una frase que ha pasado a la Historia: 

M — ;N O SOMOS MAS CAMARA DAS!. . . 

AM se initio la mas violenta insurrection del presente siglo con- 
tra el imperio mas fabuloso de todcs los tiempos. Por aquel grito 
hablaba todo un pueblo, dispuesto a morir para ensenar al xnundo. 
a un mundo complice de la vesania roja, cua] es el camino a seguir 
para enfrentarse al asalto rojoasiatico. 

Em Cuba ha ocurrido algo bastante similar. Desde el dia 18 de 
noviembre sesiomaba en el Palacio de los Tr aba j adores, sede de la 
Confederacibn de Trabajadores de Cuba (CTC), el X Congreso Na- 
tional de la central sindical, convocado por las dirigencias espurias 
que el rojofidelismo impuso por decreto. El proceso asambleario que 
culmind en la election de tres mil delegados al conclave deliberative, 
estuvo presidido par la coaccion y la violencia, ejercidas a traves 
del ejercito de Raul Castro y ordenadas por el comunista August o 
Martinez, Ministro del Trabajo. 

La consign a cerrada del grupo comunista que controla el 26 
de Julio consist! a en imponer la plataforma roja al Congreso. David 
Salvador, Jose Maria de la Aguilera y Jesus Soto, tod os agentes 
del Partido Comunista Hispanoamericano, llevaban la mision de do- 
tar al movimiento obrero de una dirigeneia total mente comunista, 
y para demostrar ante los delegados extranjeros del Partido que lie- 
naban la mesa presidential el poder aplastante de la fuerza que ha- 
bian logrado organizar, comenzaron por suprimir cle la lista de ora- 
dores a los delegados de la O.R.X.T., y de o t r a s organizations 
sindicales democraticas, y se entregaron a franco coquet eo con los 
ierarcas de la Federation Sindical Mondial, los enviados del sindi- 
calismo sovietico y el viejo bonzo Vicente Lombardo Toiedano, de 
ia CTAL. Aspiraban a que con este despliegue de oradores comu- 
nistas, el Congreso se plegara a su voluntad. 

Fero la masa de delegados, todos de franca militancia democra- 
tiea, estaba dispuesta a no transigir con ios comunistas, y desde el 
primer momento rechazo lo que se le proponia. La plenaria del X 
Congreso National de la CTC rechazo la asotiacion eon los comunis- 
tas. Inutiles fueron los esfuerzos de Salvador y Aguilera. Carentes 
de presrtigio, entregados al partido comunista, sus inervenciones, le- 
jos de aquietar los animos, Servian para enardecerlos. Conscientes 
de que ya no podrian controlar la asamblea, apelaron a un recurso 
supuestamente Salvador: apelaron a Fidel Castro, seguros de que el 
poder de persusion del lider acabaria por f orzar la aprobacion de 
la linea comunista. 

Acudid el mitocrata. Con su habitual suficiencia, soberbio, con- 
tranado por la insurgentia del movimiento obrero, que lo rechazaba 
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en el congreso ecnvocado por los euadros eon la misma decision que 
lhabia rechazado un afio antes el llamado a la huelga del 9 de abril, 
regano a los trabajadores, los acuso de hacer el juego a la contxarre- 
volucion y les pidio que votaran la unidad. Los gritos de protesta y 
el desconcierto fueron tremendos. Como en el case de Nagy, los tra- 
bajadores cubanos deiaron en ridiculo a Fidel y sus consignas co- 
munistas. 

Finainiente, apoyado en las bayonetas del ejercito, y despues 
de advertir que no podria armar a los trabajadores pues estos es- 
taban demostrando que no apoyaban incondicionalmente a la revo- 
lueion, obtuvo que la eieccion del ejecutivo de la central sindicai 
pasara a comisiones. Y de estas comisiones salio un ejecutivo cuyas 
figuras mas descollantes, Salvador, Aguilera y Soto, estan totalmente 
entregados al Comunismo. A Octavio Louit Cabrera, miembro del 
26 d.e Julio que dirigio la protesta contra los rojos, como castigo lo 
rebajaron en su categoria pasandolo del influyente cargo de Secre- 
tario Organization para el de Delegado ante los Organismos Oficiales 
y Patrouales, posicion sin relieve y que tradicionalmente ha sido uti- 
fizada para dar cabida a compromises de tipo electoral. 

De esas comisiones salieron tambien los acuerdos. posteriormen- 
te impuestos a la plenaria, de desafiliarse de la Q.R.LT., suspender 
el derecho de huelga, descontar e] cuatro por ciento de ios salarios 
de fcodos los trabajadores para satisfacer la avidez gubemamental, 
crear una nueva central sindicai para ia America Latina, etc., etc., 
acuerdos que coinciden totalmente con la plataforma de] Partido 
Commits ta. 

Sean cuales fueren las derivaciones de este evento proletaries 
lo oclutMo prueba hasta la saciedad que el movimienio obrero cu- 
bano rechaza e impugna cualquier tipo de regimen comunista o co- 
munizante. Los desplantes de Fidel Castro, cuando aseguraba que 
su gobiemo descansaba sobre la fuerza del proletariado nacionaJ, se 
estretian contra la decision de la clase obrera cubana, harta de si- 
mulation, de engano y de pillaje. Su enardecida protesta durante el 
X Congreso Naciona] constituye una clarinada que despertara a la 
emdadania, Tomen ejemplo de eila los mili tares, los estudiantes, los 
patronos, totios los que en Cuba ban sido victimas de la vejacion, 
del crimen y del vandalismo rojofidelista.

On Thanksgiving Day there was before one of the committees for 
approval a portion of the allocation table above 900 Me/a. This portion 
contained U. S. proposaia lor radiopositiaaing, a new term proposed by 
the XL S. referring to the type of radio operations conducted with military 
defense radar installations. Allocations to radiopositioning were of vital 
concern to the security of the IL S. and created a delicate si tu a t i on for 
the U» S. Delegation because the security cl a seifi ca t iou precluded the . - ?r 

Delegation from furnishing much information to the Conference concerning ^ ^ 
the purpose of radiopositioning allocations. The USSR, being apparently 
aware of the delicate position of the U. & Delegation, frequently embarrassed 
the U. Si by asking on the floor at the Conference for more details on 
radiopositioning and why bo much spectrum space was required for it. 

Then, on Thanksgivin g Day whan these proposals came up for final committee 
approval, MflflHi 0 * the Cuban Delegation took up the Soviet line and began 

for further details on radioposltloning, all the while feigning ignorance 
and indicating he needed the Information for proper evaluation of the proposed 
allocations. S is interesting to note that no other delegation took this 
approach. 

On another occasion immecEately thereafter, when the U SSR Del egation 
made a fairly long statement in opposition to a technical matter, ■■■ stated 
he would like to be "associated with the statement made by the USSR. " This c 

waa another situation in which the Cuban De l ega ti on was the only delegation to 
take such action. An amusing incident occurr ed on an other subsequent o ccasion 
when a vote by show of hands was being taken. ■■■ obviously believing the 
USSR would vote no, was the only delegate to vote no, the Soviet bloc having 
abstained.

With regard to policy decision reached this week for '°’ r 
tightening up U.S. policy on Fidel Castro, Director today 
requested he he kept advised of any developments. It is noted 
Vice President Nixon particularly wants to see anything indicating 
this policy not being carried out. 

Principal implementation of such policy will probably 
rest upon State Department in political field, Treasury Department 
in economic field and Central Intelligence Agency for counter- 
moves aimed at encouraging the widespread opposition groups 
where it would work to advantage of U.S. 

Obviously this type of policy decision is something 
we must hold closely within Bureau. Our Liaison Agents have 
been alerted to immediately report any data received in course 
I of normal contacts with other agencies as to implementation of 
policy or lack thereof. They have been specifically instructed 
\not to make^ anjy specific z'regizz'rzes in this regard and und^r. U£

From Bureau standpoint we are of course continuing to 
aggressively meet this problem head-on by pressing all investiga- 
tions based on Castro-instigated activity in U.S. ; disseminating 
data developed to those agencies having statutory or regulatory 
powers to contend with it; presenting cases with possible prose- 
cutive aspects to Department of Justice ; and making extensive use 
of intelligence data we develop by disseminating it widely in . 
order to expose Castro regime as communist infiltrated, anti-U.S/* 
influence in Caribbean area existence of which poses serious 
threat. We will closely watch data developed and disseminated 
for instances where there is any evidence that other agencies 
are taking a palliative attitude when they are in a position to 
act.
